Refrigerators Get 1/3 of 
Dollar In West Penn Area 


PITTSBURGH — Nearly 32 cents 
out of every consumer dollar spent 
this year for electrical appliances 
and equipment in the West Penn 
Power Co.’s territory has gone for 
a domestic refrigerator, the utility 
has announced. 

The West Penn Power Co. serves 
the southwestern section of the state 
below Pittsburgh. 

The 31.8% of the consumer dollar 
that went for refrigerators is a 3.4% 
gain over last year and represents 
a $1,567,320 gain in dollar volume. 

Here is how the utility figured the 
1948 electrical dollar is being spent, 
along with changes from last year:

Boost Production 


Of “Cold Rubber’ 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A stepped- 
up program for producing “cold 
rubber,” a synthetic permitting 30% 
longer mileage in tire treads, will 
involve the installation of $3.5 mil- 
lion worth of refrigeration equipment 
in eight government-owned plants, 
it was announced here. 

The installations, for which the 
Reconstruction Finance Corp. has au- 
thorized funds, will make it possible 
to turn out a synthetic rubber at 
about 41° F. instead of the 122° F. 
heat normally used. 

With refrigeration, it was explain- 
ed, it is possible to produce “enor- 
mously long’ chains of molecules 
which approach the molecular struc- 
ture of natural rubber. 

“Cold rubber’’ was described by one 
RFC technician as a “revolution in

7-Cu. Ft. Unit Sales 
Rise as Others Drop 


NEW YORK CITY—August sales 
of domestic refrigerators as reported 
by 13 companies to the household 
refrigerator section of the National 
Electrical Manufacturers Association 
declined 20% from July, figures re- 
leased by the. Nema. section have 
revealed. 

World sales for August totaled 
294,559 as compared to 370,970 for 
July. Total sales for the first eight 
months of 1948 reached 2,682,052 of 
which 2,545,847 were sold in the 
United States. 

Sales drops were felt in all size 
categories except in 7-cu. ft. capacity 


units. Here sales increased from 
96,647 units in July to 103,742 in 
August. 

The 8-cu. ft. category, which 


chalked up the largest number of 
sales in May, June, and July, experi- 
enced a sharp drop in sales. There 
were 101,304 units in this size group 
sold in July and only 62,562 in 
August. 

Foreign sales generally followed 
domestic as far as distribution by 
size is concerned. However, 50 house- 
hold refrigerators of 4-cu. ft. capacity 
were sold abroad in August where 
none were sold in July.

While the exposition will not be 
open to the general public, Olson 
pointed out that industry members 
wishing to attend may do so provid- 
ing that proper identification is shown 
upon registration.

5.27%. 

According to company officials, the 
price change was necessitated prin- 
cipally by the increase in cost of 
materials and labor since the price 
adjustment made earlier this year.

Retailer Problems 
Outlined for IAEL 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—Price cut- 


ting, the black market, excessive 
franchising, inequality of distribu- 
tion, discriminatory discounts, and 


high prices were listed as some of 
the problems of appliance retailing 
today by A. P. McNamee, manager 
of the appliance department of 
McCall’s magazine, during the 13th 
annual conference of the Internation- 
al Association of Electrical Leagues. 

The conference was held at the 
Mayfiower hotel here Sept. 29-Oct.2. 
Registrants totaled 56. 

At the business meeting closing 
the sessions, J. Clark Chamberlain, 
secretary-manager of the Bureau of 
Radio & Electric Appliances of San 
Diego County, was elevated from vice 
president to president. 

A. H. Kessler, manager of the 
North Central Electrical Industries, 
Minneapolis, was elected vice presi- 
dent and H. P. Wilson, secretary- 
manager of the Electrical Institute 
of the Tri-Cities, Rock Island, IIl., 
was named treasurer, O. C. Small 
and J. F. Biggi were reappointed sec- 
retary and assistant secretary re- 
spectively. 

Opening the third general session, 
McNamee reported that he found 
price cutting being practiced to one 
degree or another in every section 
of the country. The black market in 
appliances is not as serious as it 
was a year ago but it is still a 
problem and one that must be licked, 
he declared. 

He said “ethical” dealers are dis- 
turbed because they feel that manu- 
facturers are not taking drastic 
enough steps to stop these practices. 
They feel, he added, that producers 
“wink” at price cutting. 

Examples were cited to show that 
“just too many dealers have been 
franchised.” As a result, it was point-

Production Gets Started 
At Industrial Belt Plant 


NEPHI, Utah—The new plant of 
the Thermoid Co. here is now ap- 
proaching 75% operation, according 
to President Fred E. Schluter. 

Industrial belts (conveyor, trans- 
mission, and V), hose of all kinds, 
including rotary and wire braid hy- 
draulic, molded products for the oil 
fields, and fan belts and radiator hose 
will be manufactured in this new unit.

Missouri Leads In Number of New Locker 
Plants as National Total Reaches 10,617 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A total of 
10,617 locker plants are now operat- 
ing in the 48 states, 1,088 more than 
in 1947, according to the 11th annual 
count made by the State Extensions 
Services of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture last July. 

The increase was general through- 
out the country with the greatest 
gains made in Missouri (147 new 
plants), Iowa (139), Washington (89), 


and Colorado and Nebraska (70 
each). 
Arkansas reported three fewer 


plants in 1948 than in 1947. Only 
other state to shcw a loss was South 
Dakota, dropping one plant. Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts, and Idaho made 
no gain. 

Iowa still was top-ranking state in 
total number of plants with 841 to 
its credit. Washington with 665 
ranked second, Minnesota with 630 
ranked third, and Wisconsin with 
601 ranked fourth. Rhode Island, 
with eight plants, had the fewest. 

Rate of increase, however, was the 
lowest since 1944. Increased con- 
struction costs have helped to slow 
current expansion to about two thirds 
of the 1947 growth, according to the 
State Extension Services. 

Applying the survey figures and 
estimates of the Farm Credit Ad- 
ministration to these 10,617 locker 
plants, there are about 5,300,000 
locker boxes handling through the 
year some 1,750,000,000 lbs. of food 
for over 3,000,000 farm families and 
about 1,000,000 town and city fami- 
lies. ‘.

Ralph C. Cameron, manager of the 
dishwasher-Disposall department, de- 
clared that the 1949 dishwasher 
would be shown to dealers and distri- 
butors in October. 

He described the new drain system 
in the unit as “a great step forward 
in cutting installation costs and es- 
tablishing the dishwasher as a high 
volume appliance.’”’ Cameron further 
disclosed that “millions of dollars” 
have been spent to develop the dish- 
washer to the point where it can be 
a mass-produced, high-quality item. 

Hotpoint engineers, it was stated, 
expect to reduce the number of parts 
on the new models by 30%. This may 
enable the company to triple present 
production within a month.

(Continued from Page 1, Column 1) 
for plant and equipment is two and 
one-half times its prewar rate. 
Much of this spending is out of 
profits retained in business because 
the market for new capital has not 
been good since the war. 

Now you compare these figures 
with personal incomes per capita, up 
187%, spendable incomes per capita, 
up 138%, and weekly earnings of 
manufacturers’ workers, up 118%, 
and we find that the manufacturer 
with his profits, etc., is getting too 
much for his share. 

We, in the wholesale business, are 


' asking for more, and we are study- 


ing our own' organizations to cut 
down overhead. We -afé+ studying 
our selling policies, our pricing 
policies, to see if we can do something 
to overcome the many items that we 
now handle at close discounts which 
do not cover overhead, and I believe 
that through the process of educa- 
tion the wholesalers are going to find 
that certain items we have been 
handling in the past cannot be 
handled in the future on the same 
basis. It will have to be improved 
or the manufacturers will have to 
sell and distribute their own goods 
and then they will learn what costs 
really are. 

Your article came from a manu- 
facturer who has seen fit not only to 
manufacture but to participate in 
the wholesale distribution of their 
parts, so they should know what I 


am talking about. If they don’t, 
they are going to find out mighty 
quick.

Answer: 
The above letter is a prime 


example of two untoward modern 
tendencies: 

(1) In arguments about who is to 
blame for inflation, ‘“‘the pot calls the 
kettle black.” 

(2) Uncritical acceptance of sta- 
tistics of any sort, no matter how 
flimsy their basis or untenable their 
conclusions, seems to be the fashion 
of our times. 

Mr. Keely quotes a newsweekly 
(the United States News) as show- 
ing that corporation profits have in- 
creased 272% since 1939. These 
highly inaccurate guesses as to total 
corporate profit figures include—in 
addition to samplings of profits by 
wholesaling and retailing corpora- 
tions, as well as by manufacturers— 
profit statements bragged about by 
the nation’s most successful trans- 
portation, communications, and pub- 
lic utilities firms, along with service 
organizations, mining, and - in- 
corporated agricultural enterprise. 

They do not refer to manufacturing 
only, nor do they remotely compare 
with the actual profits of specific 


refrigeration equipment manufac- 
turers. 
Incidentally, the United States 


News also explains that the “per 
cent increase’ quoted in its brash 
profit summary is predicated upon 
the relatively low base of 1939. 
“Per cent increases” can be very 
deceptive, as Mr. Keely should be 
the first to admit.

Spain on my world tour, a subscriber 
in Barcelona told me that his busi- 
ness had increased 1,000% in a year. 
I asked him how many refrigerators 
he had sold, and he replied: 

“This year I sold 11 refrigerators, 
compared with only one least year.” 

Business spending for Plant and 
Equipment is reported as having in- 
creased 241% since 1939. This 
figure could be reasonably correct. 
But the sad fact is that currently 
it costs manufacturers more than 
twice as much to buy the same tools, 
machinery, plant and equipment, as 
it did in 1939. In other words, about 
25 million dollars were needed in 
1947 to buy the same factory equip- 
ment that could be bought for about 
10 million dollars in 1939. 


Sometimes we forget about the 
high cost of living for industry. 
While the consumer’s cost of living 
is supposed to have increased some 
60%, industry’s cost of living has 
increased more than 110% —if we are 
to believe the selfsame statistical 
projections—and this at a time when 
everyone in the country (especially 
wholesalers like Mr. Keely) was 
screaming for augmented industrial 
capacity, more goods to sell, and 
lower prices. 

Saved-up corporate profits, which 
normally would have been used to 
provide increased plant and equip- 
ment, went in large part to the 
A. F. of L. workmen who were put- 
ting up, in slow motion, the new 
plants and fabricating the machine 
tools which should have resulted in 
more products and lower prices as 
well as our continuing Era of High 
Prosperity. 

In addition to drawing upon these 
saved-up profits, manufacturers bent 
on modernizing and expanding their 
plant equipment (which had run 
down before the war, and was then 
over-worked during the war) have 
had to sell securities and equities to 
investors. This hasn’t been easy 
to do. 

More important in this discussion 
than profits retained to expand busi- 
ness are the dividends paid out to 
stockholders—and what proportion of 
the total national income they repre- 
sent. In 1939, 2.4% of the national 
income was paid out in dividends to 
all the stockholders of all American 
manufacturing corporations. In 1947, 
this dividend percentage fell to a 
new low, 1.8% of the national 
income. 

And if no dividends whatever had 


been paid by successful corporations, 
it wouldn’t have made much of 4 
dent in the consumer’s Cost of liviy.--, 

A smaller piece of the total jic 
is now available to investors. 

As to consumers’ spendable ..- 
come, we must remember that m: « 
than 60 million Americans recei+e 
regular pay-checks today, compar 4 
with less than 46 million in 1939. ‘y 
1939 consumers’ disposable incoe 
was 70 billion dollars. Today it 1s 
around 211 billion dollars—an ,- 
crease of 185%.

“Did you notice in this afterno: »’s 
newspaper that the cost of li: ig 
has gone up almost 75% in the st 
three years?’ he cried. 

“Uh huh?’ I grunted, under ~he 
towel. 

“By the way,” I _ interjec ed, 
“you’re getting $1.25 for a hai :ut 
now, aren’t you? And you cut ny 
hair in 1939. for. 50 cents, didn’t yu? 
Who’s a profiteer,?.... You or the 
‘rich corporations’ which—like the 
automotive and electric applia ice 
industries—have raised prices in ‘he 
neighborhood of only 30%.” 

-Every individual, as. a produ“er, 
would like to get as much as he «an 
for what he puts out. But as a con- 
sumer, he would like to pay as litle 
as possible for everything he buys. 
That’s human nature. eo r 

But should prices go down, costs 
would have’ to: ‘go down, too; and 
that would’ mean that most of us 
would have to bear. our share of 
deflation in terms of unemployment 
and lower wages. It wouldn’t be 
pleasant, brother! 

Possibly it is inadvisable to call 
Mr. Keeley’s attention to the recorded 
profits made by the wholesale and 
retail trades in recent years—but 
they were very, very substantial, 
according to the U. S. Dept. of 
Commerce. (Again, we are quoting 
Mr. Keely’s dubious statistical Bible.) 
In 1939 they amounted to 641 million 
dollars. In 1947 they added up to 
2 billion,’ 800 million dollars—an in- 
crease of 335%! 

And in the distribution field very 
little had to be spent for plant, 
equipment, tools, dies, etc. 

Regarding Mr. Keely’s crack about 
war-time profits, one can assume 
that this remark referred to some 
particular companies or industries 
with which he was _ personally 
familiar.

Peoria Dealer Arranges Display To Capitalize on 
Increased Traffic Coming from Next Door Utility

PEORIA, Ill.— Combining house- 
hold appliances with commercial re- 
frigeration and air conditioning in a 
single retail business establishment 
is fast becoming a rare operation, 
but one of the old-timers who still 
does a bang-up job on all three is the 
Frank L. Hazen Co. here. 

Located downtown in this busy 
city, the company is a _ veteran 
Frigidaire dealership operated by 
Frank L. Hazen, who got into the 
appliance business 24 years ago with 
a distributor. 

One of the biggest operators in 
the city, Hazen maintains a large 
and modern display room for appli- 
ances, conducts an enterprising com- 
mercial and air conditioning installa- 
tion operation, has built numerous 
locker plants, and maintains such a 
complete line of repair parts that 
“we can probably repair anything 
made by Frigidaire in the past 25 
years.”

appliance end of his business, Hazen 
said that it was very good. 

“We can sell everything we get 
our hands on in the appliance line 
today. We don’t have the big back- 
logs of orders we did during the war, 
however, and we've got to get out a 
bit more,” he admits. 

“There’s also quite a bit of buyer 
resistance to today’s prices, but I 
think the refrigerator manufacturers 
have done a fine job keeping prices 
down in comparison with 1941 prices. 

“As for freezers, we sell quite a 
few small ones, but the big farm 
freezers are slow for us. Actually, 
we don’t try to get rural sales. The 
local utility promotes them in the 
outlying areas, and in turn supplies 
us with prospects for commercial 
sales,” Hazen explains. 


OPEN ARCHWAY BETWEEN 


Hazen, incidentally, is located right 
next door to the utility—the Central 
,lllinois Light Co. which is a

—with an open archway between the 
two adjoining buildings. 

Such an arrangement means con- 
siderable extra floor traffic for 
Hazen because numerous people who 
come in to pay utility bills, etc., 
more or less naturally are attracted 
to Hazen’s display floor. 

And although the utility also pro- 
motes appliances, particularly gas 
refrigerators, both the utility and 
Hazen apparently find the arrange- 
ment mutually beneficial. 

The need for selling appliances, 


| which Hazen commented on, is espe- 


cially true of automatic washers, *e 
indicated. 


WASHER EDUCATION NEEDE!. 


“When Frigidaire came out w h 
an automatic washer we had to 5 
out and sell. The cream of the au’ »- 
watic washer business had ben 
quickly lapped up by others wh: qd 
gotten into the field earlier than — e 
did. There’s a lot of education wc i 
to be done among the public on au >- 
matics,’ Hazen commented. 

As part of his general promoti in 
and advertising program Hazen e i- 
ploys envelope stuffers and runs 47 
advertisement every week in the lo 3] 
daily, generally about 20 to 25 colu: in 
inches in size, he said. 

The biggest recent event in ‘ie 
appliance business—the return of 
consumer credit cotrols through | ie 
Federal Reserve Board’s Regulat: in 
W-—had little effect on his ope :- 
tions, according to Hazen. 

“Oh, there was a spurt of buy: ig 
just before Reg. W went into effe t, 
but we’ve been demanding 20% ‘to 
25% down payments on appliances 
for a long time. Most everyone e’se 
around here, though, had been selling 
for 10% down or less. 


GPERATED OWN ‘REG. W’ 


“We did previously offer 18-month 
terms, and I don’t think it reaily 
necessary that the new terms should 
be limited to 15 months,” he declared. 
“Today when a person has put in 
20% or 25% on a major appliance, 
he’s going to complete the payments, 
We've never had much trouble with 
paper at any time in the past, and 
we’ve never sold anything at any 
time without a down payment.” 

Speaking of the commercial and 
air conditioning ends of his business, 
Hazen declared that air conditioning 
was selling well. 

“This is a good air conditioning 
market, and we've sold a lot of 
equipment, including a lot of 3 and 
5-ton package units as well as room 
coolers.” 

Hazen has been selling air condi- 
tioning for a long time, too, he says. 

“I sold my first air conditioning 
job here in Peoria back in 1929,” 
Hazen recalls. 

As for commercial refrigeration,

Still Seeking Answers 


Most Heat Pump Jobs Continue 
In the ‘Pilot Installation’ Class 


By C. Dale Mericle 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill.—‘‘When can I 
get a heat pump? 

“On that question we can’t give 
you much news. Most manufacturers 
are like us. They’re continuing re- 
search and making pilot installa- 
tions.” 

So declared Orrin J. Greenwood, 
chief of research and development 
for General Engineering & Mfg. Co., 
in a talk on heat pumps and the 
Gemco compressor delivered before 
the 11th annual convention of the 
Illinois State Refrigeration Service 
Engineers Society here recently. 

“We have a number of heat pumps 
installed in areas throughout the 
country where we've had the invita- 
tion and cooperation of the power 
companies,’ Greenwood said. 

“In many areas there are power 
difficulties today, and the heat pump 
must wait until adequate power is 
available,” he stated. 

In opening his discussion before the 
service engineers, Greenwood placed 
considerable stress on the important 
role of the serviceman in the whole 
refrigeration picture. 

“When men go into business they 
want to make a profit. Now suppose 
we take a milk stool and paint a 
dollar sign ($) on the top. Next 
we take the stool apart and paint on 
one leg ‘Engineering,’ on the second 
leg ‘Sales,’ and on the third, ‘Serv- 
ice.’ 

“Now we can produce the best 
possible product [putting the Engi- 
neering leg into the stool], and we 
may have the best sales companies 
working for us [putting the second 
leg into the top of the stool], but 


we can’t make a profit or sit on the- 


stool, until we put the third leg— 
Service—in place. 

“To be successful, we must have 
all three—engineering, sales, and 
service,” Greenwood told the RSES 
group. 

After pointing out some of the 
construction features of the two- 
stage Gemco unit which his company 
produces, Greenwood emphasized that 
“for air conditioning the heat pump 
is merely a refrigeration system that 
both cools and heats. 

“Many companies are experiment- 
ing with heat pumps today, and, 
incidentally, the heat pump comes 
close to disproving the statement 
that you ‘can’t get something for 
nothing.’ 


MORE HEAT, CLEANER 


“With an efficient heat pump sys- 
tem, we can get three or four times 
as much heat into a space as the 
amount of electrical energy supplied. 

“Heat pumps also have many ad- 
vantages,” he continued. ‘‘There’s no 
smoke, dirt, ashes, chimney, or any 
fuel storage facilities required. You 
don’t have to pay for the fuel until 
you’ve used it. 

“Usually,” he said, “the cost of

installing a heat pump is not greater 
than the cost of installing both a 
heating plant and a cooling system.” 

To compare the operating cost of 
a heat pump as compared with other 
types of heating plants and fuels, 
Greenwood cited the data published 
in the Aug. 23, 1948 issue of AIR 
CONDITIONING & REFRIGERATION NEWS. 

These figures, Greenwood said, 
indicated that the operating cost of 
the heat pump, which is far under 
the cost of electrical resistance heat- 
ing, could come reasonably close to 
that of other forms of heating. 


WELLS BRING SCALE PROBLEM 


When questioned as to the possi- 
bility of using wells as the heat 
source with Gemco’s “Miracula”’ heat 
pump, Greenwood declared that “we 
haven’t used any wells because of 
the scale-forming characteristics of 
most well water.” 

Ground coils present problems, too, 
he indicated. 

“Some of our tests have shown 
that the formation of ice around 
ground coils can become as large as 
4 ft. in diameter.” 

Greenwood was also asked, “What 
about burying direct expansion coils 
8 to 10 ft. in the earth?” 

“You'd still get ice,’ he declared. 
“With our present design, using 
about 1,500 ft. of 114-in. pipe in the 
ground, we’re able to achieve a. cer- 


tain amount of defrosting.”

This is done by 
means of recirculation, that is, rais- 
ing the entering wet bulb of the spray 
chamber and thereby the leaving 
dewpoint. Provision is also made 
for winter heating. It is calculated 
that the return air would contain 


sufficient heat for humidifying pur- 


poses. 

Since only one fan is used, it is 
necesary to provide relief dampers 
for exhaust. As it was impracticable 
to fit a single damper of sufficient 
size, the company’s technicians were 
asked to make use of existing pivot 
hung windows for this purpose. 

Winter heating control will be pro- 
vided by a room thermostat. This 
will control a reheat coil. When in- 
sufficient return air is provided by 
the humidity controller, a by-pass 
damper will be opened by the room 
thermostat. 

The second system, situated on the 
first floor, serves three spaces in the 
factory, namely, the manufacturing, 
drying, and packing sections. In ad- 
dition four offices are supplied from 
the same system. Similarly, the sup- 
ply fan used in this plant, which 
supplies approximately 63,000 c.f.m. 
is also driven by a 60-hp. motor. 
Both these fans were manufactured 
in the workshops of the company. 

For refrigeration purposes, two 
dual Chrysler Airtemp radial com- 
pressors each driven by a 50-hp. 
motor are used, the total capacity 
being just over 1,000,000 B.t.u. per 
hour, or 84.8 tons of refrigeration. 
A direct expansion water cooler is 
used in conjunction with these com- 
pressors, and the evaporative con- 
denser for the two compressors is 
the biggest size manufactured by 
Chrysler Airtemp. 

The water thus chilled is used in 
the spray chamber to obtain constant 
dew point for all the spaces condi- 
tioned. Room thermostats in each 
space are connected to reheaters 
which provide the necessary tempera- 
ture correction. As before, the cal- 
culations indicated that no preheat 
was required for humidifying pur- 
poses in winter. The same preheat 
coils used in summer provide winter 
heating, and are controlled by the 
same room thermostats. 

Advantage is taken of the auto- 
matic unloading device of the 
Chrysler Airtemp radial compressors 
to hold constant suction temperature. 
The chilled water temperature is 
regulated by means of recirculation 


covered by a waterproofing com- 
pound. The vermiculite is able to 
reduce the refrigeration load to a 
minimum. 


It is considered by several air 
conditioning engineers that architects 
and the general public in South 
Africa are not yet fully aware of the 
enormous value of insulation on 
buildings. 

The fans, ductwork, supply outlets, 
and ceiling plaques used in the instal- 
lations were manufactured in the 
workshops of Air Conditioning & 
Engineering Co., Ltd., the compres- 
sor units, evaporative condenser, 
water cooler, and automatic control 
units being imported. The _ spray 
chambers are constructed of concrete. 


of air operated by dewpoint tem- 
perature controllers. 

By using one fan only, the same 
trouble was experienced as with the 
ground floor system in regard to 
relief dampers. A further complica- 
tion arose with recirculation; in 
summer this is required when the 
weather is too hot and in winter 
when the weather is too cold. This 
was eventually overcome by means 
of two dewpoint controllers inter- 
locked with a relay, one controller for 
summer operation, the other for 
winter. 

The third system serves the main 
offices attached to the factory, which 
are grouped into three zones, namely,

CLEVELAND — After some three 
years of operating his refrigeration 
parts and supplies wholesaling estab- 
lishment with a layout resembling 
that of a food supermarket or a chain 
variety store—all of the merchandise 
out on tables or on shelving that is 
in full view of the customers at all 
times—Jim Downs of Refrigeration 
Supplies Co. here believes that it has 
proved a sound method of merchan- 
dising such products. 

“The reason I believe it is sound 
is very simple,’’ Downs said, “it has 
_ increased our volume, and from my 
| observations the increase has come 
in items which the customer prob- 
ably wouldn’t have bought if they 
hadn’t been right out where he could 
see them.” 

The “self-serve” element hasn’t 
been too much of a factor, either in 
the operation of the store or in actual 
saving of manpower for the whole- 
saler. 

“The customer wants somebody 
from the place to help him,” Downs 
explains. “In this respect the opera- 
tion is probably more like a 5 and 10- 
cent store than it is like a super- 
market grocery—the main idea being 
to get the merchandise out where it 
will refresh the customer’s memory 
on the items that he needs and 
stimulate the desire for some things 
he hadn’t thought about. 

“The fact that self-service is possi- 
ble does help out, of course, during 
a rush period in the store, when a 
customer comes in and may need

only an item or two. He can help 
himself, have the counterman write 
it up, and be on his way within a 
few seconds.” 

The one big need to make this 
method of wholesaling refrigeration 
parts and supplies a better operation 
is the complete pricing of all items 
displayed on the tables and wall 
shelving. But with price changes 
coming as fast as they are in these 
times Downs hasn’t figured out a way 
of doing it yet that would justify the 
cost. 


Price Marks Would Help 


“Having the stuff all priced would 
save us a lot of time, but more than 
that I think it would stimulate sales 
considerably. There is that right 
moment when a customer sees some- 
thing and decides that he wants it, 
and if the price is right on it and 
seems in line, the sale is made more 
or less automatically. But he is liable 


_to grow ‘cold’ on the idea of the 


purchase if he has to wait around 
and find out the price from some 
employe.” 

Downs has found that with the 
items right out for all to see, many 
a customer has been helped by see- 
ing an unusual piece of equipment 
or accessory that the customer needs, 
but didn’t think was available, or 
had forgotten about. This in turn 
builds volume. 

Stocking the products on tables 
and wall shelving eats up a lot of 
space, and this is a problem that is 
giving Downs some concern. He is 
unable at the present time to expand 
his floor space, and is giving some 
thought to ‘‘double decking”’ the tables 
to provide some needed added space 
to stock and display the supplies. 

The question came to mind—how 
about the employes’ reaction to such 
a antupt Don’t they have to do 


considerably more walking around 
than in the conventional type of parts 
wholesaling establishment with rows 
of shelving immediately behind a 
main counter? 

“It probably does mean more actual 
steps ‘and trouble for our staff,” 
Downs says, “but we’ve tried to make 
up for it with an incentive bonus 
plan whereby all employes get a 
bigger bonus if volume increases. 
Since the layout seems to stimulate 
business, they are for it because it 
means increased earnings.” 

Downs made a pretty comprehen- 
sive study of incentive bonus plans 
before he put his own into effect and 
he’s convinced that a few main prin- 
ciples should be followed in a plan 
for an operation like his. 


Compensation Plan 


1. The plan should be simple, and 
very easy to understand. 
2. The benefits should be shared 


by all. 
3. Payments should be at reason- 
ably frequent intervals—quarterly 


payments are much more stimulating 
than yearly payments, and avoid 
many of the problems that can come 
when payment is deferred for that 
long a period. 

A brief item in an issue of AIR 
CONDITIONING & REFRIGERATION NEWS 
some years ago was responsible for 
the adoption by Downs of the “super- 
market” method of displaying and 
merchandising refrigeration parts and 
supplies. 

“This article told how Philco had 
arranged their entire stock of radio 
repair parts on display tables in 
their wholesale store,’ Downs ex- 
plained an article in the Dec. 3, 1945 
issue of the NEWS describing the 
plan. “The article went on to say 
that sales were increased substan-

(Concluded from preceding page) 
tially and that less help was required 
to handle the business. The thought 
occurred to us that such an arrange- 
ment might have possibilities in the 
refrigeration parts and supplies busi- 
ness. 

“Our first consideration was to 
eliminate a sales counter which would 
separate the display tables from the 
front of the store. Instead-of barring 
our customers from the stockroom, 
we intended to try to induce them to 
wander through the store and inspect 
all of our merchandise. 

“Although we have used the ‘super- 
market’ method of selling for nine 
months, we have not yet arrived at 
a final arrangement of our stock, 
and probably never will arrive at a 
completely final arrangement.” 

(Commenting on this three years 
later, Downs says this prediction has 
come true. He has experimented 
with various arrangements, generally 
coming to favor the grouping of 
items by their product classification, 


rather than putting all items made 
by one manufacturer together.) 

“We have discovered that a re- 
arrangement of items displayed is ef- 
fective in stimulating sales on items 
which have started to lag. When a 
customer becomes familiar with a 
layout he loses interest. But if the 
layout is varied, even though the 
same items are displayed, his interest 
is renewed, and he makes a complete 
round of the store. 

“It might be interesting to manu- 
facturers that items packed in bright 
colors attract the most attention. 

“We realized that certain items did 
not lend themselves to arrangement 
on a display table. These we placed 
on shelving around the walls. 

“But these items are still displayed 
in a different manner. Such items as 
require it are placed in stall stock 
pans, with a picture of the item and 
its part number on the front. 

“All merchandise which lends itself 
to table display is shown on tables 
over which display cards are hung.”

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Fig. 3—This shows diagrammatically a refrigeration system using water pre- 


cooling and direct-expansion coils. 
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-STEP NO. 13 


Determine temperature and size 
of direct expansion coils. 

If the water pre-cooling coil and 
direct expansion coil are to be placed 
back to back, the face areas of both 
coils should be the same. The length 
and height should also be the same. 
Let us assume that these coils are to 
be back to back. 


The face area of this coil should be 
the same as the pre-cooling coil, or 
17.2 sq. ft. and having a velocity of 
480 f.p.m. The length and height of 
coil shall also be the same. (See 
Fig. 3.) 

The compressor is to operate at 
35° F. refrigerant suction tempera- 
ture. An allowance must be made 
for the pressure loss in the refrig- 
eration cycle. For this allowance 


use 3°, so that the temperature of 
the direct expansion coil would 
be 35° + 3° or 38 °F. 


The following information is re- 
quired to select the proper direct 
expansion coils from any manufac- 
turer's catalog: 

In this case we have the following: 
D.B. temp. of air 


entering d.x. coils = 74.0° F. 
W.B. temp. of air 

entering d.x. coils = 65.5° F 
D.B. temp. of air ; 

leaving d.x. coils = 59.8° F 
W.B. temp. of air 

leaving d.x. coils = 58.8° F 
Velocity of air through 

the d.x. coils = 480 f.p.m. 
Pace area of. d.x. coils = 17.2 sq. ft. 
perating temperature 

of d.x. coils = 38.0° F 


It is discussed in Problem No. 1.

By referring to Tables 6 and 7 in 
the section on coil selection, with 
500 f.p.m. velocity and interpolating 
between 35° and 40° suction tem- 
perature, which are closest to 38° 
coil temperature, and by also in- 
terpolating the various entering and 
leaving d.b. and w.b. temperatures, we 
get the following results: 


From Table 6, with 65.5° entering 
w.b. and 74.0° entering d.b., we find 
that with a two-row coil, the w.b. 
will leave at 57.6° which is lower 
than the 58.8° required and seems to 
be all right as far as the w.b. is 
concerned. 

With the same two-row coil, the 
leaving d.b. will be 60.8° which is 
higher than 59.8° required, so that 
it is necessary to go to a three-row 
coil. 

With a three-row coil the leaving 
w.b. is 54.5° and the leaving d.b. 
is 56.4°. 

Now checking with Table 7, in the 
same manner as above, a two-row 
coil is also short, but the three-row 
will have a leaving w.b. of 55.9° and 
a leaving d.b. of 58.0°, which meet 
the conditions. 

Therefore with a three-row and 
38° temperature coil and interpolat- 
ing between readings of 35° and 
40° coil, this coil will have a leaving 
w.b. temperature of 564° and a 
leaving d.b. temperature, of 58.4° 
which are slightly lower than the 
required 58.8° w.b. and 59.8° d.b. 
This is the proper coil to use. 

The selection according to Table 2 
of the preceding section, is one No. 83 
evaporator or coil having two cen- 
trifugal headers. The coil is 37%¢ in. 
high unit, having 6 ft. 6 in. nominal

Selection of thermostatic expan- 
sion valves. 

The No. 83 evaporator is made into 
one coil, but has two distinct refrig- 
erant circuits. This means that one 
expansion valve must be used on 
each circuit. Therefore in this case 
there will be two expansion valves. 

These two circuits are of the same 
size. The total refrigerant load is 
187,800 B.t.u./hour. Therefore, each 
circuit is to carry one-half of the 
load, or 

187,800 B.t.u. 


= 93,900 B.t.u. for 
2 
each expansion valve. 

An allowance of 25% must be 
made for pressure loss through the 
expansion valve. 

93,900 B.t.u. x 1.25 = 117,375 B.t.u. 

Therefore, each expansion valve 
shall be selected for 117,375 B.t.u. 
per hour, and with no more than 1 Ib. 
drop across the expansion valve.

The wife and not the husband is 
the family purchasing agent: she is 
the buyer of practically everything 
that pertains to homemaking—food, 
household operation, furnishings, 
medical care, etc. The family car is 
vastly more important to her, in 
most cases, than to her husband. 

And so is the refrigerator, the 
food locker, the furnace, and the 
family bank account. 

More and more, national adver- 
tisers are directing their advertising 
to women. But in the retail field few 
dealers, aside from food stores and 
women’s dress shops, are displaying 
much skill in wooing the tender 
gender. 


HOW TO INFLUENCE WOMEN 


Too often overlooked, I think, is 
the fact that women are _ skillful 
buyers. Men are not, except in their 
ybusiness or trade. Even in the case 
of such everyday mechanical con- 
trivances as automobiles and radios, 
few men have much real technical 
knowledge. 

The feminine purchaser, however, 
examines and selects much of the 
merchandise she buys with an expert 
technical eye. For she is a practical 
seamstress, a practical cook, a prac- 
tical beauty doctor, and a practical 
“Mrs. Fix-it.’” Hence she buys a 
dress, or a lawn-mower, or a roast 
beef, as expertly as a carpenter buys 
a saw or a farmer a binder. 

The buying problems of women are 
more complicated, too. The matter of 
selecting a hat or a shirt, for 
example, is a relatively simple task 
for most men. But for most women 
the task is often complicated and 
difficult; they have dozens of styles, 
patterns, and colors to choose from, 
and there is no end of details to be 
settled before a decision is finally 
arrived at. 

Women have infinitely more 
patience than men—and vastly more 
endurance. They will spend hours— 
running from store to store, asking 
questions, comparing values—in 
making a ten-dollar purchase that 
the average man would make in five 
minutes. 

I believe that one important way 
to influence women with your adver- 
tising copy is to give them facts. 
I am convinced that fuller informa- 
tion is demanded by women than by 
men. 

They want details and are willing 
to give their time and energy to the 
job. They will read long copy more 
readily than will men. Women are 


clothier, or a sporting goods dealer? 
Try giving the ladies a_ whirl, 
Talk directly to them in your adv«;- 
tising. Show them you are interested 
in them, their problems, their neeus. 
Wives know more about needs then 
husbands. They regard the business 
of directing affairs of the househciq 
as their Number One job. It is they 
who are alert to the daily crises — 
the leaking roof, the dripping fauc:t

TURN ON THE CHARM 


I should like to suggest that, in 
divers ways, you turn on the char n. 
I know of a bank that sends a 


bouquet of flowers to every new 
woman customer. That’s smart—and 
it’s been profitable. 

I know of a locker operator who 
calls at the homes of housewives and 
personally drives them, as prospec- 
tive customers, to his plant in a 
luxurious motor car. He doesn’t in- 
vite the mister! this is strictly an 
escorted tour for the manager of the 
household. 


A dealer in farm implements and 
feeds mails a beautiful and costly 
wall calendar, together with a little 
note of thanks for the year’s busi- 
ness, to the wives of his men cus- 
tomers. A little touch, but it counts. 


A travel bureau in California runs 
all of its ads on the women’s page of 
several local newspapers; it figures 
that, when last comes to last, the 
family vacation is a_ petticoat 
decision. 

Financial necessity compels women 
to study values. They must stay 
within fixed budgets, and it is in- 
evitable that this economic prcssure 
makes them canny. They demand 
truth in advertising. 

When a man buys an article that 
fails to meet his requirements or to 
measure up to what was promised 
him, he is likely to cast it aside and 
forget it. 

But a woman, like an elephant, 
never forgets. Never underestimate 
her power—and never try to fool her.

Then, shortly after the war ended, 
he invested in a 240-gal. dispensing 
cabinet for ice cream and frozen 
foods. The exceptionally large ca- 
pacity of this unit enabled him to 
maintain a large quantity of replace- 
ment stock—so he seldom ran short 
of available items. This increased 
sales per customer and drew addi- 
tional customers into the store spe- 
cifically to buy these frozen items. 

A year ago, Mar added an 18-ft. 
Super-Cold Market Master, a 7-ft. 
delicatessen case, and two self-service 
refrigerated produce cases, 9 and 
11-ft long, respectively. 

In the sense that his refrigeration 
equipment now occupied nearly half 
of his 1,500 sq. ft. of floor space, it 
could be said that Mar had over- 
reached himself on refrigeration. 

However, he was already making 
plans for a new, modern, well- 
balanced grocery a block from that 
location. Meantime, sales of prod- 
ucts displayed in his new refrigerated 
cases increased by 30%. 

In May of this year, he moved into 
the completed new building. The 
new store provides 2,500 sq. ft. of 
floor space in the selling area, with 
ample room for all refrigerated cases 
without crowding other merchandise. 

Low island display fixtures and 
self-service wall shelving, with sha- 
dowless fluorescent lighting, enable 
all departments to be easily seen 
from any part of the 50 by 50-ft. 
sales floor. 

Low sill backless windows along 
the front place the entire interior of 
the store on display from the street. 
A parking lot at the side, with ad- 
ditional curb parking space in front, 
attract the drive-in shopper. An 
8 by 12-ft. refrigerated meat walk-in 
box supplements his other refrigera- 
tion. 

The result again was a still fur- 
ther increase not only in refrigerated 
foods, but in all departments of the 
store. By the end of the first month, 
this averaged 40% in refrigerated 
foods, with other departments only a 
few percentage points behind. 

Final results to date show a total 
increase in meats, delicatessens, and 
produce during the last year of 


Big Horn Canning Co. 
Expects Record Pack 
Of 2,000,000 Lbs. 


COWLEY, Wyo.— The Big Horn 
Canning Co. here which started in 
the quick frozen vegetable business 
in 1946, will freeze a record pack of 
2,000,000 pounds of peas, corn, and 
green beans this season, according 
to company officials. Processing 
equipment has been improved and 
expanded to facilitate freezing. 

Organized in 1926, the Wyoming 
firm entered the frozen food business 
after the war when it secured a con- 
tract with Birds-Eye Snider, a divi- 
sion of General Foods Corp. of New 
York City, to freeze for them under 
the Birds-Eye brand, 1,000,000 pounds 
of peas, 250,000 pounds of beans, 
and 250,000 pounds of corn. This 
contract has been increased each 
year to include the record pack for 
the 1948 season. 

The plant uses only a particular 
variety of peas for freezing. They 
are planted in early April up until 
early May and harvest and freezing 
begins late in June. As soon as the 
peas go through the vining machine 
they are rushed to the plant to be 
washed and cleaned, and graded for 
maturity. They then go to the 
carton filling machine where the 
paper cartons are closed by hand. 
Next they go to the Birds-Eye plate 
freezers where they are held for a 
period of approximately one hour and 
10 minutes to assure solid freezing. 
From there they are cased and go 
into the cold storage room. 

The company now has cold storage 
facilities for carrying 12 carloads of 
frozen vegetables at one time. 
Frozen products are kept in storage 
until such time as orders are received 
for shipment, and then they are 
loaded into refrigerator cars at the 
cold storage dock.

Features Freezer Savings 


CLEVELAND — The savings of 
both time and money that accrue to 
owners of home freezers were pointed 
up here recently in two interviews 
published in a special home freezer 
section in the Cleveland Plain Dealer.

By Inducing Wider Use of Refrigeration, 
Hermetics To Boost Need for Servicemen 


By C. Dale Mericle 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill.—“If we were 
using the same unit today that we 
used in the household refrigerators of 
the early ’20’s, a third of the nation 
would have to be servicemen,” W. J. 
“Bill” Aulsebrook, sales manager of 
Servel’s Electric Refrigeration Divi- 
sion, told the 11th annual meeting of 
the Illinois State Refrigeration Serv- 
ice Engineers Society here recently. 

Discussing ‘‘“New Opportunities and 
New Problems In Sealed Units,” 
Aulsebrook emphasized that “the 
hermetic unit is the biggest animal 
in the industry today. 

“During the first six months of 
this year 400,000 hermetics in the 
% to 5-hp. range were sold, com- 
pared with less than 150,000 belt- 
driven units, and these figures in- 
clude 97% of all sales. 

“How does that trend affect the 
business of the service engineer?” 

Aulsebrook then drew a parallel 
between refrigeration and automo- 
biles, pointing out that the automo- 
tive industry had a 20-year start 
over refrigeration. He stressed the 
fact that the early autos were hand- 
built, very expensive, and not too 
dependable. It wasn’t until mass 
production was attained that the auto 
industry really became successful, he 
declared. 

“In the early ’20’s the household 
and small commercial refrigeration 
industry started. At first mechanical 
refrigeration was merely a substitute 
for the iceman, just as the early 
autos substituted for the horse. 

“In the middle ’20’s we attempted 
self-contained refrigerators, and after 


| four or five years we cut the size of 
| the condensing unit, making it more 


simple. 

“Commercial refrigeration started 
the same way. Until the early ’30’s 
most commercial fixture manufactur- 
really wood _ butchers,” 


SALES CONTRASTED WITH ’30’S 
Comparing the early days of refrig- 


| eration with the present, he reminded 
| the servicemen that “the total num- 


ber of condensing units sold prior to 
1935 would not equal the number 
that will be sold this year. 
“Hermetic units, of course, would 
be impossible without the mass mar- 
ket of today, but today’s mass market 


_ would likewise be impossible without 
| hermetics. 


“Now we've got to reach more 
people with our commercial size her- 
metic units,” Aulsebrook continued. 
“We've started with farm and home 
freezers and air conditioners. 

“This production, you must re- 
member, will have to go into the far 
corners of the world and through 
thousands of outlets who can’t offer 
complete engineering and _ service. 


| These commercial hermetic units will 
| have to be good, like the household 


units. 

“Does this leave the service engi- 
neer with no work? 

“No,” Aulsebrook emphasized. 

“When many hermetic units are in 
use in every locality, probably two 
or three in every home, the service 


| engineer can make plenty of money 


just by the minor servicing that is 
necessary on hermetics. 

“The service engineer can also turn 
to selling, too, and all of us can do 
a much better selling job. 


PARTS NOW MORE UNIFORM 


“Today's mass market,” he con- 
tinued, “has made it possible to build 
condensing units differently. We have 
greater uniformity and greater inter- 
changeability of parts.” 

In pointing out other advantages 
offered by the hermetic, Aulsebrook 
declared in selling refrigeration ‘you 
have to compete with thousands of 
other desires on the part of prospects. 


“This means that you have to keep 
the price of refrigerators down. Her- 
metics help greatly in this respect by 
cutting both material and labor re- 
quirements. 


“Hermetics have also cut the 
weight of units, which means a cut 
in freight costs. When you remember 
that the material which goes into a 
unit has had freight paid on it seven 
or eight times, this is very important. 
Freight is paid on coal between mine 
and steel mill, freight is paid on 
scrap to the mill, freight is paid be- 
tween mill and factory, and so on,” 
he explained. 


Some of the features of Servel’s 
own line of large-size hermetics were 


| then touched upon by Aulsebrook, 


after which he commented on the 
service problems generally encount- 
ered with hermetics. 

“We, at the factory, find that the 
biggest problem is to educate the 
men in the field. We want them to 
apply their knowledge of refrigera- 
tion to hermetics,” he said. 

“Many hermetics have been jerked 
out and returned to us for repair 
when all that was wrong was a 
loose wire that a high school girl 
could have spotted easily. 

“In the three years we’ve been 
making hermetics, 30% of those that 
have been returned to us have had 
absolutely nothing wrong with them,” 
asserted Aulsebrook. 

“Sometimes,” he said, “I think that 
some service engineers just simply 
get a little panicked when they’re 
called in to service a hermetic. They 
don’t seem to apply their knowledge 
of open machines to the problem.” 

Admitting that “stocks of repair 
parts of Servel hermetics have been 
low due to the postwar production 
problems,” Aulsebrook said that “we 
are doing our best to get stocks 
around the country now.” 

Another current problem, he added, 
was that electrical voltage in many 
parts of the country has been too 
low. He suggested that service engi- 
neers, where necessary, reduce the 
load on hermetic units until the 
power situation clears up, possibly 
by using low-lift expansion valves, 
etc.

Use of Electric Dehumidifier Cuts Mayflower 
Hotel’s Redecorating Time by One Third 


WASHINGTON, D. C. 
—Using a Frigidaire elec- 
tric dehumidifier to speed 
drying of plaster, paint, 
and shampooed rugs, the 
Mayflower hotel here has 
been able to reduce room 
redecorating time by one 
third, hotel officials have 
reported.

Allowing time for plas- 
ter, paint, and rugs to dry 
had been a big factor in 
delaying the reopening of 
rooms to guests, with a 
consequent loss of reve- 
nue, they indicated. 

With the dehumidifiers, 
however, the plaster will dry in less 
than 16 hours and rugs in about 12. 
Rapid drying of rugs, they noted 
makes them fluffier and prevents dry 
rot. 

The dehumidifiers can pull four or 
five quarts of water from the air 
overnight, experience has shown. 

Specifically designed to reduce 
moisture in closed areas, the units 
use electric refrigeration to pull 
moisture from the air. A fan draws 
air in through an opening in the back 
of the unit and passes it over a 
chilled refrigeration coil. 

This lowers the air temperature 
below the dewpoint and condenses the 


——_ 3 


air moisture into liquid form. The 
moisture is then collected in a con- 
tainer or drained through a perma- 
nent connection. The dehumidified 
air passes out the top of the unit. 

The hotel has found that one unit 
will suffice for one room, with as 
many units needed in suites as there 
are normal sized rooms. The port- 
able dehumidifiers are placed on the 
floor with the container in place. 

Windows and doors are closed and 
the air conditioning turned off. For 
plastering operations, the unit is left 
overnight or up to 16 hours. 

The same operation is followed 
after rugs have been shampooed.

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Perry Has Frozen Food, 
Dairy Cases at $790 


CHICAGO—A new 6-ft. open-type 
self-service dairy display case with 
gravity refrigeration and a 6-ft. open- 
type frozen foods display cabinet in 
the moderate price field have been 
introduced by the Perry Refrigera- 
tion Co., Inc. here. 

Both are priced to list at $790, 
delivered and installed in the Chicago 
area, according to company officials. 

The dairy case has a capacity of 
300 qts. but can be set up to accom- 
modate eggs, cheese, and other dairy 
products. Made of 18 gauge steel, 
the case is insulated with 2 in. of 
fibre glass. Powered by a %%-hp. 
compressor, it has a large fin coil 
located behind the mirror. 

It is designed to hold a display 
area temperature of about 40° F.

the storage area. An automatic time 
clock is furnished to defrost coils at 
night. 

The display area is illuminated 
with fluorescent lighting. Perforated 
shelving can be lifted or rolled to 
reach the storage space, the manu- 
facturer points out. 

The open-type frozen food cabinet 
is built with seamless copper tubing 
all around the inner shell and three 
refrigerated cold plates set up to 
form four large compartments. Ca- 
pacity is 14 cu. ft., or about 525 
packages of frozen foods. 

Covers are furnished to seal the 
opening at night. The unit is powered 
by a 14%4-hp. compressor. 

Both the freezer and the dairy case 
stand 51 in. high, including super- 
structure.

New Plastic Foam Suited 
For Low Temperatures 


NEW YORK CITY—Plastic foam 
insulating material, that combines 
exceptionally low thermal conduc- 
tivity with very light weight, is now 
being produced by United States 
Rubber Co. for low temperature in- 
stallations. 


Present applications include ship- 
ping containers for fresh and frozen 
foods, and commercial and home re- 
frigeration units. Other practical 
uses are said to be transportation 
refrigeration in trucks, railroad cars, 
ships, and airplanes. 


Because of the insulating proper- 
ties of the plastic foam, walls in 
installations can be made thinner, 
thus increasing storage capacity, it 
is said. Other advantages claimed 
for the material, called U. S. Floto- 
foam, are that it is non-corrosive, 
non-toxic, and self-extinguishing. It 
will not support mold or bacteria 
growth and holds its insulating value 
over a wide range of mean tempera- 
tures. ‘ 


The snow white plastic foam is 
available in shredded or block form. 
The shredded form weighs from .8 to 
1 lb. a cubic foot, and the block form 
is said to weigh from .8 to 1.5 Ibs. 
a cubic foot. 


Blocks and slabs can be produced 
in a variety of sizes and shapes. to 
fill cavities, and surfaced with paper, 
cloth, or resin coatings. The shredded 
form, which is easy to pour and pack 
into irregular cavities, can also be 
supplied in individual containers, 
ready for installation, the manufac- 
turer points out. 

The light weight and low thermal 
conductivity are obtained through 
the manufacturing process. Floto- 
foam is made from a combination of 
soluble resins, which are processed 
first into a liquid, then into a froth, 
jelled, permanently set and dried. 
Air bubbles, whipped in during the 
frothing process, are permanently 


trapped, so the finished material is 


over 99 per cent air and less than 
1 per cent solid. 

The thermal conductivity or K 
value of the shredded form is 0.173 
to 0.208 B.t.u./hr./ft.2/°F./in. over a 


_ range of mean temperatures from 9° 


F. to 100° F. The thermal conduc- 
tivity of the block form is from 
0.20 to 0.23. 

The material is also suitable for

Electric Truck Handles 
Live, Semi-Live Skids 


CHICAGO—Claimed to be the first 
and only successful electric truck 
designed to handle live and semi-live 
skids, a new Transtractor unit has 
been introduced by the Automatic 
Transportation Co. here. 

The unit, according to the manu- 
facturer, provides full driving trac- 
-tion when lifting heavy loads, maneu- 
verability virtually equal to that of a 
hand lift jack, and capacity to handle 
skid loads of any size. 

Core of the unit’s operation is a 
specially designed rear-end frame 
that contains the trailing wheels and 
the lifting arm. The trailing wheels 
are so built and positioned that they 
enter beneath either a live or semi- 
live skid between the skid legs or 
wheels. Placed thus, they permit the 
unit to jack-knife to almost a 90° 


angle. 
The lifting arm is positioned 
slightly forward of the trailing 


wheels so that full traction is pro- 
vided when a heavy load is lifted. A 
4,000-lb. load, for example, actually 
adds 60 lbs. traction to the drive 
wheel, the manufacturer said. 

Both lifting arm and trailing wheel 
assembly are constructed to the 
specifications of the skids to be 
handled. Length of the trailing frame 
assembly, for example, is determined 
by the width of skid to be handled. 

The new truck is equipped with 
the Automatic dual lift, a new foot 
pump recently announced as a fea- 
ture of Automatic’s new 1948 line 
of Transporters. This pump reduces 
by an average of one third the foot 
pressure needed to lift ioads into 
moving position. 

The ATCO electric lift, claimed to 
be so efficient that a truck equipped 
with it can operate on a standard 
11-plate battery, is available at the 
buyer’s option.

How Industry Can Get Foreign-Aiid Business 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—The Eco- 
nomic Cooperation Administration 
has no means of knowing in advance 
the detailed items of equipment- 
such as refrigeration equipment- 
which are to be included in each 
foreign-aid program, George L. Bell, 
associate director of International 
trade, U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, told the export section of the 
Refrigeration Equipment Manufac- 
turers Association here recently. 

“The Economic Cooperation Admin- 
istration does not spell out, in its 
authorizations, the specific items of 
equipment which are to be pur- 
chased,” he explained. “The au- 
thorizations cover rather programs 
which are given over-all approved by 
ECA. 

“After a program has once been 
authorized, the procurement of 
specific items involved in the pro- 
gram are then approved as procure- 
ment gets under way. 

“However, a number of programs 
have been authorized which might 
well call for items of refrigeration 
equipment. The various food proc- 
essing programs are one and the 
oil refining programs are a second. 
No announcement of any programs 
which require refrigeration equip- 
ment as a major or principal item has 
as yet been made. 


Here’s What to Do 


“The best advice which I can give 
you on this point is to have your 
representatives or distributors abroad 
maintain a sharp lookout for all pro- 
gram authorizations which might 
possibly utilize refrigeration equip- 
ment. 

“As soon as these programs are 
announced, your distributor should 
contact the local ECA representative 
abroad and the industry involved to 
ascertain whether or not refrigeration 
equipment is involved. 

“Some American manufacturers 
have gone even further than this. 
They have been in contact with in- 
dustries which were seeking program 
authorizations. They were able, 
while the programs were being drawn 
up, to book possible orders for equip- 
ment. 

“These orders, of course, were con- 
tingent upon obtaining an authoriza- 
tion. If no authorization was ob- 


tained the contingent orders were 
canceled. If, however, the authoriza- 
tion was approved, the already 
booked orders were then executed.” 

Bell asserted that the American 
manufacturer desirous of obtaining 
ECA business must display the same 
initiative and enterprise that he 
would in seeking any other private 
business. 

“The ECA places no orders,” he 
declared. “It authorizes programs. 
The procurement of the specific items 
of supply is up to the specific indus- 
tries involved. Neither the Depart- 
ment of Commerce nor any other 
federal agency can get this business 
for you. You must, as you have 
always done, go after the business 
yourself.” 

However, Bell did not think that 
the refrigeration industry would bene- 
fit directly to any great extent from 
foreign aid. Here’s why: 

“In setting up priorities and re- 
quirements, the governments of the 
participating countries are likely, 
first of all, to seek equipment for the 
basic manufacturing industries and 
agriculture. 

“The distribution industry, which 
is one of your large markets in this 
country, is not likely to rank high 
in European reconstruction priority. 
Of course, your industry, like all 
American industries, will benefit in- 
directly by the reconstruction of 
Europe and ultimately new markets 
for your products should result. 

“In the Office of International 
Trade, we are often asked to do 
something about the import controls 
which close foreign markets to cer- 
tain American goods. 

“I would not be quite frank if I 
did not tell you that we in the 
Department of Commerce can do 
very little about this over-all prob- 
lem. These import controls are 
made necessary by the world’s short- 
age of dollars. 

“If a country has pressing needs 
for reconstruction and development 
and a very limited supply of dollars, 
it is but natural for the government 
to eliminate all imports except those 
directly related to the basic prob- 
lems at hand. 

“Orders for steel, industrial equip- 
ment, cement, machinery, and tools 
would be in order. Import licenses 


tions, in any size, s - 
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for these items would thus have 
priority. On the other hand, imports 
of goods in the luxury class or non- 
essential items would be refused. 

“This does not mean that import 
controls in every instance are man- 
aged on a non-discriminatory basis 
and that there is no ‘finagling’ and 
favoritism. Import controls can 
often be used as a shield for this 
sort of activity. 

“If you feel that any such control 
is being used against you in a dis- 
criminatory manner, let us know. 
We take these complaints up with 
our missions abroad which make a 
thorough investigation of each prob- 
lem. Then, if the facts warrant, ap- 
propirate representations are made 
to the foreign government.” 

Bell pointed out that Congress 
had provided that as much as pos- 
sible of ECA procurement was to be 
handled through the regular private 
channels of trade. He added that 
ECA had strenuously tried to carry 
out this directive. 

“Of the total procurement au- 
thorizations approved up to Sept. 8, 
1948,” he said, “76%, or more than 
three-fourths, were handled through 
private trade channels. 

“The remaining 24% were trans- 
acted through governmental agen- 
cies, the Department of Agriculture 
being authorized to purchase 16%, 
the Department of the Army 7%, 
with the Department of the Navy 
and the Bureau of Federal Supply 
dividing the remaining 1%. 

“The authorizations to which 
these percentages apply amounted to 
almost $1.5 billion.” 


Why the Marshall Plan? 


Bell explained to the group that 
the Marshall Plan is necessary be- 
cause the nations of the world are 
running extremely short of dollar 
assets and are faced with a critical 
balance of payments problem. 

“Europe’s balance of payments 
problem contains several elements 
which combine to thrust the main 
burden of adjustment on the. mer- 
chandise trade account,” he asserted. 

“In the first place, Europe’s net 
income from investment is more 
likely to fall than to rise. Next, it is 
doubtful whether service trans- 
actions will again supply foreign ex- 
change on a major scale. 

“The expansion of (European) ex- 
ports is likely to be limited, for the 
most part, to outlets in the Ameri- 
can market for luxury goods and the 
products of light industries. 

“The opportunities for savings on 
imports are restricted largely to 
manufactured goods, particularly the 
products of heavy industries. This 
statement of the problem _pre- 
supposes that Europe will be able 
to restore its prewar rate of produc- 
tion and thus dispense with imports 
for relief and reconstruction. 

“The ECA, under the direction of 
Paul Hoffman, is working toward 
this end. 

“In view of the importance of 
building up Europe’s dwindling sup- 
plies of dollar exchange, the tre- 


Indian Lists Factors Involved In Question: 
Will India Be British or American Marke ?

Few countries are more complex 
or more tangled up in problems of 
domestic politics, population, wealth 
in closest contact with unfathomable 
poverty, and partly established and 
partly totally undeveloped purchas- 
ing power than India. 

A study of the country as a market 
for the American product will be 
presented at a later date. But our 
readers shall now be acquainted with 
a letter recently received from an 
Indian friend, which sheds light on 
the critical question: British market 
or American market? 

We shall let the letter speak for 
itself : 

Bombay, July 7, 1948 

“. . . India, wishing to import 
from the United States, desires to 
export as much as she can to the 
U. S., but our own consumption is 
such that we have very little to 
export. Again, there are also em- 
bargos, customs restrictions, export/ 


import controls, and other formali- | 


‘ties in both countries which tend to 


discourage business on a _ larger 
scale. 
“Also, past associations with 


England, and the ‘hold’ she still has 
on this country as coming within the 
ambit of the Sterling area, tend to 
gravitate trade towards England or 
through England. 

“So long as India is linked to 
Sterling, business which could be ar- 
ranged direct with other countries 


would, to some extent, pass through > 


English Houses, particularly as we 
in India are not yet quite familiar 
with American methods and ma- 
chinery of business, and to a certain 


extent there is a lack of appreciat )n 
for them whilst there has b :n 
closer touch between Indian trad rs 
and British firms for years and yez:s. 

“Another factor that stands in ‘he 
way of greater trade between your 
country and mine is the dista:.ce 
separating the two countries. Mo: ey 
is more quickly realized on tra.is- 
actions effected between Indian «and 
British Houses than with American 
firms; and the fact also remains that 
India has not at its disposal the 
immense wealth which America and 
Americans can command. 

“This means we have to sell in a 
market where we can get a quick 
turnover, and, generally, so far. this 
market has been England.” 

Since this letter was received, 
The New York Times has published 
an interview with Sir Homi Mody, 
director of the famous Tata Firm, 
also of Bombay, which is by far 
more optimistic than our friend. 

He confirms our general conviction 
that India is anxious to acquire 
American capital goods. He empha- 
sizes the fact that India is at present 
enlarging her steel production facili- 
ties by 1,000,000 tons per year to 
be able to produce locally with the 
help of American know-how. 

Another point is stressed by Sir 
Homi: he invites Americans to come 
to India and take up the situation on 
the spot to grasp the unbounded 
potentialities for the future. 

More about this old, and at the 
same time young and always fas- 
cinating country, may be read in 
our detailed description of the Indian 
market to follow.

mendous growth of American exports 
must seem alarming. 

“Many are inclined to believe that 
the European recovery program will 
simply add to our already swollen 
volume of exports and thus aggra- 
vate the problem. A glance at the 
figures reveals this not to be true. 

“In 1947, a peak year, our mer- 
chandise exports totaled approxi- 
mately $15 billion. Against this, our 
imports stood, in this year, at 
$5.7 billion, leaving a gap to be 
closed on the merchandise account 
of about $9 billion. 

“In 1948, however, our exports are 
running about 7% below the rate 
reached in 1947. In the quarter 
January to March, 1948, they were 
22% below the peak quarter of 
March-June, 1947. 

“It should be carefully noted that 


the high value of our exports is due 
in part to price inflation. When ex- 
port values are deflated for price in- 
creases, we find that exports in the 
period March-June, 1948 were 28% 
below the same quarter in 1947. 

“At the present time, therefore, our 
exports are declining in value over 
the previous peak period.” 

Bell said the Office of International 
Trade is establishing an advisory 
committee for the refrigeration in- 
dustry as part of its over-all plan for 
commodity advisory committees. He 
added that REMA is to be repre- 
sented on the committee. 

“This advisory committee,” he 
said, “will deal in a broad way with 
your foreign trade problems. It will 
advise us on matters of export con- 
trol, market development, and trade 
promotion.”

. conferees heard Howard R. Roberts, 


aggressive, and fight for business.” 


The next speaker was A. W. Peter- 
son, western manager, of Hotpoint’s 
Utility Division. Before beginning his 
talk, he commented on McNamee’s 
remarks about the black market. 


Black Market’s Legal Angles 


Peterson said his company has 
tried to stamp out this market but 
that it has gone as far as it can. 
He pointed out that the situation 
presents troublesome legal angles, 
that cutting off a dealer is one thing 
and making it stand up in court 
another. He said the black market 
will continue as long as items are in 
short supply. 

In his talk on “Tombstones and 
Touchstones,”’ Peterson reviewed the 
results of a study made in 1939 to 
determine why salesmen fail. The 
analysis was based on reports by 100 
sales executives on 1,248 factory, dis- 
tributor, and retail salesmen who 
left the companies during the year. 


The study showed, Peterson said, 
that the salesmen went down to de- 
feat because of these reasons: 

Thirty-one per cent because they 
were not industrious, 14% because of 
inadequate knowledge, 10% because 
of failure to follow policy, 10% be- 
cause of lack of fighting spirit, 10% 
because of lack of determination, 8% 
because they didn’t have sufficient 
enthusiasm, 8% because of dishon- 
esty, 4% because of lack of tact or 
courtesy, 4% because of bad habits, 
and 1% because of poor health. 

Peterson said he doesn’t believe 
there would be any great change in 
these figures if a similar study was 
made at present. 


Food Freezers To Stay 


. “Correct these conditions and you 
can develop harder-hitting sales or- 
ganizations,” he told the conference. 
session, 


vice president in charge of Whiting 
Corp.’s Refrigeration Division, declare 
that the food freezer industry is here 
to stay. Although still in its infancy, 
the industry promises to become a 
tremendous business, he said. 

Roberts asserted that the freezer 
must be sold as an “intangible” and 
not as an appliance. He recounted 
how a factory sales story was de- 
veloped around these six points: finer 
quality of foods, time saving, labor 
saving, waste saving, convenience, 
and economy. The story emphasized 
savings of as much as 15% on the 
annual family food budget. 

Roberts then outlined operation of 
Whiting’s promotion program under 
which dealers sponsor complete frozen 
food dinners for prospective freezer 
buyers, followed by talks and demon- 
strations. He said more than 140,000 
persons will have heard Whiting’s 
story in this way by the end of the 
year. 

Once the housewife uses a freezer, 
it will stay sold because she ‘‘becomes 
absolutely dependent upon it,’ he 
stressed. That there is a great inter- 
est in freezers is evident from the 
success of various promotions, he 
noted. 

Entitled ‘‘The Inseparable Twins,” 
Roberts’ talk was built around such 
inseparable subjects as merchandis- 
ing research and survey, sales pro-

Lengthy applause was accorded C. 
H. Christine, secretary-manager of 
the St. Louis Electrical Board of 
Trade, for his presentation at the 
same session of a local promotion for 
selling certified wiring direct to the 
public. 

Speaking at the first luncheon ses- 
sion, Eugene §S. Thomas, general 
manager of Television Station WOIC 
in Washington, urged utilities to join 
with their dealers and wholesalers to 
promote the installation of television 
sets. He said television already is 
producing a net increase in consump- 
tion of electricity in two ways: 

“First, by the net new load pro- 
duced by use of the television set 
itself; second, by sale through televi- 
sion advertising of thousands of rela- 
tively big load building appli- 
ances....” 


Television Sells 
Household Goods 


In connection with the latter point, 
Thomas noted that when Allied stores 
last year used television demonstra- 
tions in their department stores from 
coast to coast, “they learned that 
household equipment was one of the 6 
types of merchandise which television | 
advertising sold most quickly and in 
largest quantities.” 

After citing estimates of net gains 
in consumption of electricity recorded 
in various cities, Thomas asked his 
audience to bear in mind that these 
estimates are based on observations 
made when most telecasting was dur- 
ing night-time only. 

“You have yet to enjoy the plus 
which will come from year-round 
daytime broadcasting of television,” 
he stressed. 
proaching.” 

Thomas also emphasized the added 
effectiveness of television advertising 
because of the simultaneous appeal to 
the eye and the ear. He quoted ad- 
vertising authorities as saying that 
customer response to television adver- 
tising has been three to 10 times 
greater than to any other media on a 
per thousand homes reached basis. 

Thomas reported these statistics 
and made these predictions: 


Thirty-Seven Video Stations 


Thirty-seven television stations are 
now regularly broadcasting to 600,000 
sets in 22 cities; 113 more companies 
have been authorized to build sta- 
tions; and an additional 343 have 
applied for permission to build. 

Television sets are being installed 
at the rate of 3,000 every working 
day. There will be 900,000 in use by 
this Christmas, more than 2,000,000 
by Christmas of 1949, and 25,000,000 
within 10 years. 

Sixty-eight companies are produc- 
ing 220 models ranging in price from 
$99.50 to $4,100. Coast-to-coast broad- 
casting will be a reality in three or 
four years.

refrigeration, and then let it blow 
into the atmosphere. It would be an 
“expendable refrigerant” and we 
would make no effort to recover it. 
We do this with ice. We buy it, it 
melts, and in so doing absorbs the 
“latent heat of fusion” thus produc- 
ing refrigeration. It is an “expend- 
able refrigerant.” 
.Some research work has been done 
to produce an expendable liquid re- 
frigerant. It would be quite suitable, 
for example, for railway or truck 
refrigeration and for air conditioning 
automobiles. A good deal of work 
- has been done in trying to produce 
' liquid air or liquid oxygen cheaply 
enough that they could be used and 
' thrown away, but so far the cost is 
_ prohibitive for them to be used as 
expendable refrigerants. 
So far, the ordinary refrigerants, 

_ such as “Freon,” methyl chloride, 
' ammonia, sulphur dioxide, carbon 
dioxide, etc., because of cost, toxicity, 
or flammability, must be recovered 
after they have been “boiled’’ into 
a vapor. 


COMPRESSION OR ABSORPTION 
SYSTEM A SALVAGING MACHINE 


The condensing unit -is, therefore, 
a “salvage” machine that recovers 
_ the vapor and processes it back into 
a liquid suitable for re-use. Another 
way to recover the vapor is by the 
absorption system which employs a 
different method and different equip- 
ment but the effect is the same—to 
recover the vapor from the evapora- 
tor and process it back to a liquid 
so that it can be re-used. 


THE INTERMITTENT SYSTEM 


The absorption system of refrig- 
eration has been used in what is often 
called the “intermittent” system, be- 
cause for a time it is capable of

cooling the refrigerator, but as soon 
as the solution becomes incapable of 
much further cooling, the process has 
to be reversed and the _ solution 
“cooked out.” 

Thus the operation is intermittent, 
some of the time it is cooling, but 
part of the time the cooling has to 


be interrupted while the ‘cooking 
out” process is performed. 
Obviously, this imposes some 


limitations and advantages on the 
“intermittent” system and makes the 
matter of proper control of capacity 
and temperature quite difficult, espe- 
cially if there is variation in “load,” 
that is, the amount of heat to be 
removed from the refrigerator. 


If necessary, the compressor of a 
compression system may be operated 
24 hours a day; that is, with the 
compression system, refrigeration 
may be continuous, without interrup- 
tion for regeneration or “cooking 
out.” 

However, it is quite possible and 
practical, to so design the absorption 
system that refrigeration may be con- 
tinuous, without interruption for re- 
generation or “cooking out.” In fact, 
the large absorption systems used in 
ice and cold storage plants, are the 
continuous types. Also, one of the 
household refrigerators using the 
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absorption system, is the continuous 
operation type. 

Fig. 2 shows the basic elements of 
the continuous absorption system. It 
will be noted that part of this system 
—that to the right of the vertical 
center line and consisting of con- 
denser, expansion valve, and evapo- 
rator—is just the same as in the 
compression system. 


ABSORBER AND GENERATOR 
TAKE PLACE OF COMPRESSOR 


It is the part to the left of the 
center line that is different from 
the compression system. 


There, the absorber and generator 
combined, take the place of the com- 
pressor, with the absorber perform- 
ing about the same function as the 
suction stroke of the compressor and 
the generator the compression stroke. 


At point A the hot, superheated 
ammonia vapor is anhydrous, that 
is, it contains no water. At point A 
it enters the condenser where it is 
condensed to a liquid, that is, fed 
through the expansion valve or 
whatever other flow-control is used, 
to the evaporator. In this process, 
the pressure drops from the high 
pressure in the condenser, receiver 
(if any) and liquid line, to the low 
pressure of the evaporator. 

In the evaporator, the liquid am- 
monia (still anhydrous) “boils” or 
turns into a vapor and in doing so 
gathers to itself the “latent heat of 
vaporization.” 

From the evaporator, the low- 
pressure, heat-laden ammonia vapor 
passes out, and at point B, is on its 
way to the absorber. 

In the compression system, this 
low-pressure, heat-laden ammonia 
vapor at point B would be on its way 
to enter the suction side of the 
compressor. 

Thus, from point A to point B, 
the cycle is exactly the same in the 
absorption as,in the compression sys- 


tem. It is from point B back to 
point A, where there is the vast 
difference. 


At point B, therefore, the ammonia 
is anhydrous, i.e., dry, without any

AMMONIA IN WATER MAKES 
AQUA AMMONIA 


In the absorber, this low-pressure, 
heat-laden, anhydrous gas is exposed 
to water, or to be more exact, a solu- 
tion of water and ammonia, called 
aqua ammonia (aqua being the Latin 
word for water). Sometimes it is 
called merely “aqua,” and sometimes 
“liquor.” 

Water has an “affinity” for anhy- 
drous ammonia and absorbs it, thus 
forming the ‘aqua ammonia.” The 
amount of ammonia that the water 
or solution will hold depends upon 
the pressure to which the solution is 
exposed and the temperature of the 
solution. 


A cold solution will hold more 
ammonia than a warm one; so the 
percentage of ammonia in the solu- 
tion varies inversely as the tempera- 
ture of the solution. If the solution 
is cooled and it’s temperature goes 
down, its ability to hold ammonia 
goes up, so it absorbs more ammonia. 

If the solution is heated, its tem- 
perature goes wp and its ability to 
hold ammonia goes down, so am- 
monia gas is driven off from the 
solution. 

There are some liquids, which if 
they are mixed, get cooler, others be- 
come warmer. Ammonia and water 
are among the latter. 


When the ammonia is absorbed by 
the water, the solution becomes 
warmer than either of them. But, in 
order to absorb as much ammonia as 
possible, the solution must be cool. 


ABSORBER MUST BE COOLED 


Therefore, heat is produced in the 
absorber, so it must be removed in 
order that the solution may not heat 
up, which would reduce its ability to 
absorb the ammonia gas from the 
evaporator. 


In large equipment, the absorber 
is water cooled, but in small systems 
for domestic refrigerators, the ab- 
sorber may be air cooled, and finned 
to expose more surface to the cool 
air and thus cool the absorber faster. 


However it is done, the absorber 
must be kept cool so that it can 
efficiently absorb the ammonia gas 
from the evaporator. 


Since the absorber absorbs the am- 
monia vapor as fast as it is pro- 
duced in the evaporator, the absorber 
performs approximately the same 
function as the suction stroke of a 
compressor which also takes the 


vaporized gas away from the evapo- 
rator. 

We now have the ammonia gas 
taken from the evaporator and in 
solution with the water in the ab- 
sorber. In order to recover it, so 
that it can be fed to the condenser 
we must: 

(1) Separate the ammonia from 
the water. 

(2) Raise its pressure so that it 
will condense at the temperature of 
the condenser.

é August Orders Booked 
By Westinghouse Set 
New Peacetime Record 


PITTSBURGH—Gwilym A. Price, 
president of Westinghouse Electric 
Corp., announced that orders booked 
by the company in August set a new 
postwar record of $125,924,357. 

This compares with the previous 
peacetime high of $109,713,103, reach- 
ed in January, 1948. A large portion 
of the August business consisted of 


government orders, according to 
Price. 
Unfilled orders at the end of 


August also established a new peace- 
time record. This total was $732,705,- 
333, compared with $723,511,195 a 
year ago and $685,340,339 at the end 
of 1947. 

Price said dollar volume of produc- 
tion thus far this year has been 
running at a rate exceeding that of 
even the best wartime years. 

“Orders we have received in August 
alone would have made up almost 
six months of business in the boom 
year, 1929, and they were at least 
50% higher than our bookings in 
either of the entire depression years 
of 1932 or 1933,” he stated. 

But Price pointed out that higher 
labor and material costs this year 
have greatly increased the cost of 
making Westinghouse products. 

“Necessarily this means further 
lowering of the profit margin in rela- 
tion to net sales billed because not 
all of our increased costs of opera- 
tions have been passed along to our 
customers,” he explained.

Factory Washer Sales Dip 
15.7% In July from June 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A_ 15.7% 
decrease in factory sales of standard 
size washing machines and a 18.6% 
decline in ironer sales in July as 
compared with June were reported 
here recently. 

July washer sales numbered 326,181 
units as compared with 386,685 in 
June. They were still 15% above 
July last year, however. 

A total of 26,679 ironers were sold 
in July as compared with 32,767 in 
June. This was 35.6% below the 
41,911 sold in July, 1947.

Says F.o.b. Mill Pricing Not Required, 
Other Systems OK If Competitive 


CHICAGO — The recent Supreme 
Court cement decision does not mean 
that the f.o.b. mill pricing system 
will have to be adopted by every 
business enterprise, according to 
Corwin D. Edwards, director of the 
Bureau of Industrial Economics of 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

Addressing a meeting of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce and 
Industry, Corwin said it is a mis- 
conception to assume from the deci- 
sion that no enterprise may absorb 
any portion of the transportation 
charge which it incurs in serving 
customers. 


“This particular formulation of the 
present state of the law is being so 
constantly repeated that some of 
those who have heard it now suppose 
that it is beyond question,” he said. 


“The facts are that only three bas- 
ing point cases have reached the 
Supreme Court,” Edwards declared. 
“In one of these, the cement case, 
the court sustained the commission’s 
finding that members of the cement 
industry had conspired to fix prices 
by using a basing point formula and 
that price discriminations which im- 
paired competition among conspira- 
tors were inherent in the formula 
a 

“In the other two—the Staley and 
Corn Products cases—the court sus- 
tained the commission’s finding that 
competition among the customers of 
these companies had been injured by 
virtue of the fact that some of these 
customers had been charged sub- 
stantially higher prices than others 
and thereby had been seriously handi- 
capped in relative costs and in ability 
to sell their own products.” 

Reviewing the Staley and Corn 
Products cases in the cement case, 
the Supreme Court offered the dictum 
that the combined effect of these 
cases “was to forbid the adoption for 
sales purposes of any basing point 
pricing system,” Edwards said. 

“Neither this dictum nor the other 
dicta of the court in these cases 
can fairly be taken as indicative of 
an intent to require f.o.b. mill pricing 
or as a condemnation of the various 
alternative forms of pricing, such as 
pricing c.if. central market, zone 


pricing, uniform or postage stamp 
pricing, and pricing f.o.b. mill with 
various kinds and degrees of freight 
absorption,” Edwards stated. 

He told the association that “there 
is nothing but business policy to re- 
quire sellers—both those who are 
under orders by the commission and 
those who are respondents in cases 
not yet decided—to adhere to a rigid 
f.o.b. mill pricing system. 

“Neither is there anything in these 
orders by which individual sellers 
who act without collusion and with- 
out an_ industry-wide systematic 
matching of prices are prevented 
from absorbing freight in order to 
reach customers in the considerable 
number of instances in which they 
can do so without illegally injuring 
competition.” 


Freez-Pak Corp. Offers 
$280,000 Stock to Public 


NEW YORK CITY—Public offer- 
ing of 80,000 shares of $1 par value 
common stock and 80,000 shares of 
$2.50 par value preferred stock at 
$3.50 a unit, consisting of one share 
of each issue, has been announced by 
Freez-Pak Corp. here. 

John F. Steel, president, said pro- 
duction of the company’s 65-lb. porta- 
ble refrigerator was at the rate of 
30,000 a year. This rate is scheduled 
to be increased to 100,000 annually 
by 1949 and to 250,000 by 1950. 

The refrigerator is manufactured 
at Ionia, Mich. 


Steel Production Reaches 
97.5% of Industry Capacity 


NEW YORK CITY—Operating rate 
of steel companies having 94% of the 
steel capacity of the industry was 
97.5% of capacity for the week be- 
ginning Oct. 4, equivalent to 1,757,400 
tons of steel ingots and castings, 
according to the American Iron & 
Steel Institute. This compares with 
1,737,600 tons one week ago, and 
1,681,700 tons one year ago. 


Inventory Drop, Faster Turnover Gives Hint of Better Times 


NEW YORK CITY—Business con- 
ditions appear to be looking better 
according to a _ report issued re- 
cently by the National Association 
of Purchasing Agents. 

Commenting on trends noted in 
September, the Association said five 
were particularly prominent in their 
indication of better things to come: 

1. Inventories are declining. 

2. The price spiral seems to have 
reached its zenith. 
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3. The margin between supply and 
demand is being steadily narrowed. 
4. Rate of turnover is accelerating. 

5. Demand for high priced, luxury 
merchandise has subsided to a mere 
trickle. 

In respect to the inventory picture, 
the Association report said: ‘The 
belief that September industrial busi- 
ness activity would show a marked 
tendency to expansion is not sup- 
ported by the latest reports of busi- 
ness executives. 

“However, there is still a sub- 
stantial bolster of back-orders in 
most industries as 52% report main- 
taining heavy future orders and 18% 
slight increases.” 

The price situation was more en- 
couraging than first seemed evident, 
the group declared. While many 
items were being adjusted upward 
during September, these realignments 
were only the “momentum” of price 
increases that occurred during July 
and August. This “upward move- 
ment now appears to be spent,” the 
survey continued.

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Likewise some purchasing agents 
feel that the narrowing gap between 
supply and demand will cut away 
the supports of many extremely 
high prices. 

A few plants reported that during 
September their rate of turnover was 
the highest ever experienced. The 
Association expressed its opinion 
that this trend would continue. 


The effect of these factors has 
been to evoke caution among buyers. 
About 93% of the agents were 
crimping their buying programs to 
cover commitments of 90 days or 
less. Some 60% were actually re- 
stricting the period to 60 days, or 
less. Meanwhile a few had _ re- 
quested price protection, especially 
on“ top-heavy”’ prices. 

Among those items whose prices 
rose last month are: aluminum 
products, cadmium, capital equip- 
ment, chemicals, cutting tools, and 
rubber. Included in the group of 
products whose prices fell during 
the same period are brass ingots and 
coal. 
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
